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Hebrew and Biblical scholar, the author of a 
Hebrew Grammar, written at the express desire 
of the heads of the University for the use of 
the students, and of a book of Hebrew selec- 
tions, initiatory to the study of that language ; 
both these publications are deservedly in high 
repute as school books. Mr. Jones was an 
accomplished general scholar, and upon all sub- 
jects relating to Sacred History and Divinity 
he was profoundly skilled. To his learning 
were added great piety and moral worth, and 
a modesty which prevented him from making 
any vain display of his erudition : to be use- 
ful was his aim, and those who have had the 
advantage of his instructions, will readily ac- 
knowledge their deep and lasting obligations 
to him. He was connected with the Feinai- 
glian Institution in this city, as lecturer in 
Hebrew and Divinity, for nearly seventeen 
years. It is gratifying to record of one whose 
talents and attainments were of so high an or- 
der, that he was in heart and soul an unwearied 
and humble follower of Christ, and an earnest 
teacher of the great truths of Christianity ; 
to this end he rightly considered all his powers 
bestowed. 

We may add, that Mr. Jones was one of 
those deserving few, whom the thirst of know- 
ledge enables to overcome difficulties, which to 
others, less laborious, seem insurmountable; for 
be was originally intended for a mechanical 
trade, and it was only by unceasing diligence, 
that he attained the learning which gained him 
the respect of all who knew him.
